ITke investi- 
gations were conducted at Iowa, 
by specialists of the .United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Altogether 171 pigs, inoculated wh^ 
a week to six weeks old and exposed 
to hog cholera, at times varying from 
5 months to 9 months and 26 days 
later, were found without exceptian to 
be immune to that disease. 

Three of the pigs however did dur- 
ing the period of exposure inm cass* 
es other than hog cholera. 

There was no art>arent iU-effect 
from the simultaneous inoculation in 
any of the pigs. 

There wsls no difFei-ence in the im- 
munijty of pigs from imnnme and non- 
immune sows. 

Pigs that were approximately one 
week old received 10 cubic centimeters 
of anti hog cholera serum and % c. c. 
of virus. Pigs that were three weeks 
old or more received from 15 to 20 c. 
c. of serum and from % to % c. c. of 
virus. 

Immunity was tested by injecting 5 
c. c. of virtue into the animals when 
they had an attack weights exceeding, 
in many 'cases, 200 pounds. None of 
the hogs contracted cholera. The ex- 
periments appear to disprove asser- 
tions by some observers that simutan- 
eous inoculation of young pigs is not 
lasting and that immunity disappears 
at stages of growth varionsly placed 
from weaning time up to 50 or 60

Cottonseed Meal for Work Stock 

One pound of cottonseed meal tper 
day for each 1,000 pounds live weight 
is the most satisfactoiy quanity to 
feed work animals, according to re 
cent ejmeriments conducted by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. A test in feeding cottonseed 
meal to work horses and mules at the 
Crovemment farm, Beltsville, Md., was 
begun in 1918, and continued last 
year. When the meal was fed in large 
quanities harmful effects were appar- 
ent, however, indicating that cotton- 
seed meal, like any other hig;h-pro- 
tein feed must be feed with c«re to 
horses and mttles.^

In Sriptember, 1902, the town of Leb- 
anon, Ohio, held its first Centennial 
Celebration. There '^ere at that timo 
two residents of the village who own- 
ed a^toTnobiles, wheezy and asthlVatic 
affairs of the "one-lung" type, resem- 
bling »!iade-over buggies in appear- 
ance. Occasionally they couLi.']^ per- 
suade 1 to run for a short distance, but 
most of the time they were "stalled" 
in the Mfon pi* on the streets, and. 
their owners were stretched on their 
backs undei-neath, tinkering with the 
insidiw. • • ' 

Now one of the features of the Cen- 
tennial Celebration was a street par- 
ade coPFisting of many horse-drawn 
floats and other vehicles. And it is a 
matter of record that His Honor, the 
liffayor, issued an prder* on that day 
tibat the to\\Ti's t-.vo automobiles be 
parked 'in the parade." 

What a change 18 years have made! 
The horse of today, what is left of 
him, casts an indifferent eye on cars 
of all sizes and kinds, whizzing by 
him at all speeds. And the automo- 
bile is the Universal means of trans- 
portation for both city and country. 

Thro J things are responsible for 
this universal uwge. They, are, first, 
Hift sonnd sense of the self-propelled' 
.vehicle idea; second, awakened public 
i^terei>t in tbat idea, and third, the 
tremen'ious improvement in the design 
and construction of the modem auto-' 
mobile, as compared with that of -1902.

A farmer, shopkeeper, or tradesman 
must figure up bis net income for 1919 ; 
and if the farm or business Income 
plus his other income was sufficient to 
require an income tax return a com- 
plete return, must be filed with the col- 
lector of internal revenue by March 15. 

A farmer should ascertain the gross 
income of his farm by competing all 
gains derived from the sale' or ex- 
change of his products, whether pro- 
duced on the farm or purchased and 
resold. 

Farm Expenses. 

From his gross income a farmer is 
allowed to charge off. all of his neces- 
sary expenses in th^ coiidu.ct of the 
farm during the year. These include 
costs of planting, cultivating, harvest- 
ing- and marketing. In addition to 
these costs he may deduct money spent 
for ordinary farm tools of short life 
bought during the year, such as shov- 
els, rakes, etc. Also, the cost of feed 
purchased for his live stock may be 
treated as aa expense in so far as this 
cost represents actual outlay, but the 
value of his own products fed to ani- 
mals is not a deductible item. 

Other farm expenses allowable are 
the cost of minor repairs on buildings 
(but not the dwelling house), on fences, 
wagons ami farm machinery; also hills 
paid for horseshoeing, stock powders 
rock salt, services of veterinai'y, insur- 
ance (except on dwelling house), gaso- 
line for operating power and snn^iry 
other expenses which were paid for in 
cash. 

As to hired help, all the productivs 
labor is a deddtetible expieDse ; but the 
wft^es of household secvanitSi or heir 
hli^ld to Improve the farm, ^as in tree 

plnntin??, ditching, etc., cantiot be 
cUumed against earnings. A farmer is

M reasonable '^llqwtbace iiiaj be 
claibed for w^r' iffid -tfeai" otf^^arm 
buildings (except tlio farmhouse), 
fence's, machinery, v.-ork- animals, Miig- 
ons, tanks, windmills and other farm 
equipment which .is used in the con- 
duct of tbi^'farm.. 

As to autds and tractors, the cost of 
these is not ail expense, although the 
vorA of their upkeep is an allowable 
deduction, if the machines are used ex- 
clusively for farm purposes and not ' - 
for pleasure. Also, in such cases, a de- 
duction for wear and tear is allowed. 
Farm LcGses. 

The loss of a growing crop is not a 
proper deduction from income, inas- 
much as the value of the crop had not 
been taken into gross incoirtfe. The 
loss of a building or of machinery 
through storm, lightning, Hood, etc., is | 
an allowable deduction, but ca^ should " 
be used to ascertain the correct lo.'t 
sustained, as restricted by income tat 
regulations. 

No deduction is allowed in the caS" 
of Joss ot animals raised on the farn^ 
but a loss is deductible from gross \it 
come if the animals h^d ,.be«i> pur 
diased for draft or breeding purposes. 

Shrinkage !ri weight or value of fjfl-m 
products held for favorable market 
prices cannot be deducted as a loss, for 
the reason that when such products 
are sold' the shrinkage will be reflected 
in tbe selling price. , 

Sale of Farms and Land. 

The value of agricultural lands baa 
been -Jumping during the past few 
years, and during 19^19 many own^s 
sold out part or all of their lands at 
big profits. All such gains constitute 
income and must be taken into the net 
income for the year. 

Any person who sold part of a farm 
or ranch, or part of a parcel of land, 
must also show any gains re^Uzed by 
the sale. 

The* method of figuring gains and 
losses on sucb transactions is pre- 
scribed in tbe Income Tax regulations, 
copies of > which may be secured from 
Internal Revenue Collectors. 

Forms for Returns. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has 
issued an improved Form 1040F for 

the use of farmers. This form, to- 
gether with Form 1040A or 1040, will 
give the farmer explicit information 
as to how to properly figure his net 
income for 1919.- 

There are two methods of figuring a 
farmer's income tax return this year. 
He may make his return on tlie basis 
of the difference between the money 
and goodlB received for his products 
and the caidi paid out ^or actual allow- 
able farm expenses within tbe year. 
Or he may make his return on the ac- 
crual basis, whicli means computing 
the receipts and expenses that pertain 
to the taxable year, excluding- ^ome 
earned and expenses incurred, ia pre- 
vtoua or Bscceediiig yeani
